It does not follow, _ however, that 
the grain is the most wholesome and 
beneficial diet that man can. use.

has been supplemented by animal 
-products such as milk and eggs and

Loss of. $30,000 


The fourth disastrous fire in four 
months at the Antioch paper mills 
on Tuesday night destroyed a 1500 
ton stack of waste paper with an 
estimated lass of $30,000 and for a 
time threatened the manufacturing 
plant of the city of Antioch. 

The blaze, like the three former 
fires, was of unknown origin. The 
flames started on the west side of 
the big stack near the mill at eight 
o'clock in the evening. The fire 
equipment at the plant and the An- 
tioch department under the direction 


lof Fire Chief Ferdinand Stamm got 


into action quickly and in a short 
time fifteen streams of water were 
playing on the blazing. paper. 

Shortly “after the fire started a 
west wind sprang up, the flames 
shooting high into the air, threaten- 
ing adjoining stacks, the mill and 
for a short time appeared as though 
the flames would sweep into the city. 
High praise was accorded Fire Chief 
Stamm of the Antioch Department 
for preventing the further spread of 
the blaze and after a hard fight for 
over an hour the flames were con- 
fined to the one stack. 

The first fire occurred at the paper 
mills last October and was. followed 
by two others, one in November and 
the other two weeks ago, each blaze 
destroying a stack of straw, the es- 
timated loss in the three preceding 
fires being $30,000. .

Probe Record Of. 


Man ‘Arrested Here 


Police today are making efforts to 
investigate the record of Pete - Bu- 
icich, ,alias Pete Berch, arrested 


Monday night by Officer H. A. Mes-[ 


senger on a charge of illegal pos- 
session Of liquor, Buicich told of- 
ficers that. he came.here from Utahs 
but that he had previously resided 
in Denver, Colorado. Local officers 
have written to police in both Utah 
and Colorado. * 

Decision to tmvestigate Buicich’s 
record came after a search had been 
made by Police Sergeant Cox and: 
Messenger, when a grip was found 
containing iodine, belt lacing, ruh- 
ber bands, tacks and burlap wrap- 
ping. Jewelry and rngs valued at 
$300 were found ‘on Buicich at the 
time of his arrest. Officers declared 
that the material found in Buicich’s 
room could be used for the manu- 
facturing of bombs. 


' Police Judge C.,A. Odell stated that 
| Buicich would. be held pendifg ad-
